Mayor 'happy' with court site

Mayor James C. Stewart of 
Romulus said he is happy with the 
decision of the ad hoc committee 
assigned the task of finding a new 
site for the 34th District Court 

The committee, made up of 
representatives from Romulus, 
Belleville and the townships of 
Huron, Sumpter and Van Buren, has 
recommended that the court be built 


on land adjacent to the Romulus City 
Hall. 

“It means that the court will draw 
many people into the city of 
Romulus,” said James C. Stewart. 
“That means more business for 
those who have located in the city.” 

However, Stewart said he has 
some reservations about seeking 
federal funding for the construction 
of the building. 

“I’m afraid construction would be 
delayed if we had to wait for the 


paperwork to qualify for federal 
money,” Stewart said “The longer 
we wait, the longer we have the 
problem of the existing 34th District 
Court building.” 

Stewart said he would favor a 
proposal that would permit con- 
struction of the court now, with 
federal funds coming later to defray 
the costs. 

However, he admitted such an 
arrangement is impossible under 
the federal public works program 


for which the ad hoc committee is 
hoping to qualify to cover the cost of 
the court construction. 

The public works money can only 
be spent on a project which is not 
now under construction. 

Stewart said he is concerned about 
getting the court constructed as soon 
as possible to provide more space 
for additional duties given Judge 
James B. Stone by the Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

Under a partial out-county circuit 


court set-up, the Romulus judge has 
been named as one of three judges in 
the out-county area permitted to 
handle certain limited circuit court 
matters. 

At present court proceeding in 
the 34th District are handled in an 
old school building on Eureka Road 
just west of Middle Belt Road in 
Romulus. 

One of the court rooms on the site 
is housed in a temporary trailer 
parked in the parking lot. The other 


court room is housed in an old 
classroom. 

Officials of the five communities 
involved in the 34th District Court 
operation believe the coimcils and 
boards governing the communities 
will go along with the construction 
concept. 

If federal funds aren’t available 
for construction, Romulus will fund 
the cost providing the other com- 
munities involved help defray the 
interest.

Officials of two waste treatment 
agencies in southeastern Michigan 
are expected to meet with the 
Michigan Water Resources Com- 
mission Friday to discuss means for 
their agencies to qualify for federal 
funding of new sewage treatment 
facilities. 

Officials of the Metropolitan 
Detroit Water Board and the Wayne 
County Road Commission will 
discuss similar, though unrelated, 
problems faced by each agency in 
meeting state timetables for 
upgrading the quality of sewage 
effluent discharged into the Detroit 
River and Lake Erie. 

The most critical problem being 
discussed is the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (DNR) 
threat through the Water Resources 
Commission to withdraw Detroit’s 
permit to discharge treated sewage 
into the Detroit River unless the 
Metro Detroit Water Department 
agrees to a timetable for upgrading 
treatment systems serving 78 
southeastern Michigan Com- 
munities. 

At stake is some $200 million in 
federal money which would help 
defray the cost of upgrading 
facilities serving the cities of 
Wayne, Westland, Romulus and 
Belleville and the townships of 
Canton and Van Buren among 
others. 

Residents of those communities, 
along with others who use Detroit 
water, have already been saddled 
with a 39-percent increase in their 
water bills to defray rising water 
delivery costs. 

The loss of the possible $200 
million grant for sewage treatment 
could drive up the costs even more. 

“We’re concerned with two things 
here,” said Bill Marks, assistant 
bureau chief of the Water Resources 
Commission. “First, we’re worried 
about the kind of effluent being 
discharged into the Detroit River, 
and we’re also concerned about 
whether the water department will 
act quick enough to qualify for the 
$200 million in construction grants, 

“Hopefully, in the Detroit matter, 
some sort of mutual agreement can 
be reached which will put the 
upgrading of facilities on a 
timetable and also will fall under

The two parties involved in the 
five-day strike against Romulus’ 
Bil-Mars Supermarket apparently 
have reached an amicable set- 
tlement 

Strikers who picketed the 
supermarket from July 9 to July 14 
returned to their jobs Thursday 
after Richard Phillips, president of 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters Local 
539 , said: “We settled our dif- 
ferences it the bargaining table ” 
“f can say that the workers are 
fully satisfied with the settlement we 
reached following the strike, and 
would urge citizens of the com- 
munity to patronize the store 
again," Phillips said, adding: 
“Their support helped union 


members at the store win decent 
working conditions and benefits 
which allow' them to maintain their 
homes and families." 

Phillips praised Romulus for 
being “an excellent labor -oriented 
town” following the strike over 
economic benefits, including a 
pension for workers at the store 

“I think the pension thing got 
played up a little more than it should 
have been,” said Phillips. “We were 
seeking a better overall economic 
package, and I can say that we re 
satisfied with what we wan through 
negotiations ." 

Supermarket owner William 
Simons, who had been in business 
just seven months before being hit 


with the strike, was not available for 
comment on the settlement 
However the supermarket, 
located on Goddard and Shook 
roads, is back n full operation 
following the five days of labor 
strife 

Workers at the store walked off 
their jobs after 14 months of 
bargaining in an effort to settle the 
dispute, according to Phillips 
Virtually all of the store s em- 
ployees were covered by the union 
agreement. 

The meat cutters were recognized 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board as bargaining agent for the 
store s workers in late May 


guidelines for federal funds, " 
Marks said. 

In another portion of the meeting, 
the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission is expected to officially 
detail the predicament the county 
faces in winning approval of a 
comprehensive sewage treatment 
plan for Washtenaw County 
Communities as well as virtually 
every downriver Wayne County 
community, ipcluding Romulus and 
Belleville and the townships of 


Canton, Sumpter, Huron and Van 
Buren. 

As in the case of the Metropolitan 
Detroit water system, the county 
road agency, which operates sewage 
treatment plans serving the 
downriver communities, must ob- 
tain approval of a comprehensive 
sewage treatment plan before 
federal funds can be used to con- 
struct and upgrade sewage treat- 
ment facilities. 

Washtenaw County communities 


have rejected a region-wide plan 
proposed by the road commission 
and instead have chosen to support a 
county plan that would see effluent 
treated within the county and then 
discharged into the Huron River just 
west of the Wayne County border. 

Officials of Van Buren and Huron 
townships have complained about 
receiving "Washtenaw County’s 
sewage" bcause of that county’s 
refusal to go along with a super- 
sewer. 


In addition, communities served 
by the downriver sewage treatment 
system could face hflces in sewage 
rates similar to those increases 
which are likely to be passed on to 
users of Metropolitan Detroit 
Water Department sewage treat- 
ment facilities if guidelines aren’t 
met. 

The downriver system serves 
communities or portions of com- 
munities not hooked into the Metro 
Detroit sewage treatment system. 


Romulus Mayor James C. Stewart 
is taking some of the credit for 
persuading employees to settle their 
contract differences with the 
operators of Bil-Mars Supermarket!

Store employees walked off their 
jobs July 4 after the owner, William 


Simons, refused to discuss a pension 
program. 

Stewart said he called the leader 
of Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen local 539 last 
week to “tell him I had no intention 
of allowing the city’s only super- 
market in the downtown area to 
close and deprive people of a place 
to shop. 

“That supermarket is the back- 
bone of the business community in 
downtown Romulus, Stewart said. 
“Some other businessmen from the 
downtown area urge me to get in- 
volved, since dosing the super- 
market would have harmed the 
entire business community." 

“I had no intention to break the 
strike, but that supermarket was 
vital to Romulus, and I was going to 
• 


take any means open to me to assure 
that shoppers were allowed to enter 
the store without harassment.” 

Stewart said he personally spoke 
to the strikers following un- 
confirmed reports that shoppers 
were attacked by picketers outside 
the supermarket. 

"I recognize their right to strike, 
but they don’t have a right to attack 
the citizens of Romulus, ’’ Stewart 
said. “I ordered a car from the 
police department diverted to the 
area of the supermarket to prevent 
any problems between picketers and 
patrons of the store." 

Stewart said Romulus was “in a 
bed situation" over the strike. 

"People don’t know how close the 
supermarket owner was to shutting 
the place down permanently,’’ 


Stewart said. “The man had too 
much of a struggle to get that 
business going, and Romulus had too 
much of a stake in the super- 
market's survival for me to sit back 
and allow the store to close without 
some sort of help ” 

Stewart said he called Richard 
Phillips president of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters Local 
539, to urge him to settle the strike 

"I promised the store manager 
that the patrons wouldn't be 
harassed, and informed both the 
picketers and the union president of 
my promise 

“It was after I talked to both of 
them that the harassment stopped 
and the union and owner settled 
their differences.”

Hink: County requires 
reordering of budget 



One of the candidates seeking 
election as the Wayne County 27th 
District commissioner believes that 
“efficiency” and a re-ordering of 
priorities in the county budget would 
better serve not only voters in the 
district, but throughout the county 

Walter Hink, 31, in his first 
campaign for political office as a 
Democratic candidate for the 27th 
Commissioner District post believes 
the full Board of Commissioners 
should take a closer look at the kind 
of money the county spends on 
welfare in an effort to avoid 
“waste.'* 

“The weakest spot in the county 
budget is in the Wayne County 
General Hospital allocation,” Hink 
said. “The county yearly ap- 
propriates some $90 million for the 
hospital to fulfill its requirement to 
care for the indigent of the county, 
and I believe much of it is lost.’’ 

Hink added that he believes 
“between 40 and 50 percent of the so- 
called “indigent people” served by 
the hospital “have the ability to p&y 
for their own care”. 

Citing a report from 1973 on ways 
to tighten up the operations at the 
county hospital, Hink said the

Wayne County General facility has 
been a traditional “weak spot” in 
the county budget which the Board 
of Commissioners has been too slow 
in tightening. 

“If I’m elected, I’ll be but one of 
27 members of the board,” Hink 
said. “But if 1 can’t accomplish 
much with one vote, 1 can be vocal 
enough so the people in Wayne 
County are aware of the 
irregularities in the county budget 
and can make some intelligent 


decisions on what to do about it.” 

“Government can be run as ef- 
ficiently as private enterprise,” 
Hink declared. “But the operators of 
the government — in this case the 
Board of Commissioners— should be 
dedicated enough to watch their 
government as though it were a 
private enterprise and as though 
they were guarding the public's 
investment in it.” 

Hink said an 8 percent ap- 
propriation of the full $335 million 
county budget for police protection, 


3 percent appropriation for cultural, 
educational and recreational needs 
and three-tenths of a percent ap- 
propriation for public works “is a 
crime when compared to the needs 
of the county in those areas.” 

“I’d hope that by policing the use 
of the county hospital, and possibly 
changing its form of operation could 
cut hospital expenses by two-thirds 
and divert money for other badly- 
needed services,” Hink continued. 
“Doctors on staff at the hospital are 
in some cases engaging in what I 
call “legalized fraud” by drawing 
separate salaries for serving on 
three jobs at the hospital without 
providing efficient care in any one of 
those jobs. 

“The hospital is in need of better 
accounting practices, better 
screening of indigent patients and 
possibly can only accomplish those 
through being changed to a private 
institution. 

“Something must be done to stop 
this sapping of the taxpayers’ 
resources so the taxpayers can 
receive a better return on their 
investment in government through 
better services from that govern- 
ment.”

Citizens back compensation 


Citizens, who attmded a public 
hearing, called by a committee of 
Wayne County Commissioners, 
overhelmingly supported the idea of 
compensating victims of crime. 
They also called for sterner punish - 
mentfor criminals and safer streets. 

The evening hearing was held 
June 23 at the Transfiguration 
Parish Hall on Detroit’s northeast 
side. 

It was the second public hearing 
on the subject by the Public Safety 
and Judiciary Committee of the 
Board of Commissioners. Three 
bills, which would provide some 
form of compensation for victims of 
crime, are before the State 
Legislature. 

Commissioner Edward K. 
Michalski (D-Detroit), the com- 
mittee chairman, said his panel 
must decide what stand to recom- 
mend that the county com- 
missioners take on the issue. 

As the hearing was concluding, 
Michalski asked for a show of hands 
in favor and opposed to the idea. No 
hands were raised in opposition 
among 30 persons in attendance. 

“At this point, compensation of 
innocent victims of crime looks like 
an idea whose time has come,” he 
said. “I think the general public 
definitely sig>ports the concept” 

Among those who spoke was Mrs. 
Agnes Kwiatkowski, president of the 
Charles Improvement Association 
which, she said, encompasses 1,600 
residents. 

Mrs. Kwiatkowski said her 
association supports House Bill 5399 
which would empower judges to 
require that convicted defendants 
make restitution to their victims as 


NACo seeks funds 
to aid witnesses 
and crime victims 


With strong support from Wayne 
County, the National Association of 
Counties (NACo) is moving to 
corner more federal dollars for non- 
monetary assistance programs for 
victims and witnesses of crimes. 

A resolution calling on the U.S. 
Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration (LEAA) to give high 
priority to funding of such programs 
was adopted at NACo’s recent an- 
nual conference at Salt Lake City. 

The action was taken after two 
Wayne County Commissioners— 
Mary E. Dumas of Livonia and 
Edward K. Michalski of northeast 
Detroit— conducted a conference 
workshop on the topic. 

Commissioners Dumas, Michalski 
and Jarrette Simmons of Detroit are 
sponsors of a resolution which would 
expand programs for protecting the 
rights and meeting the needs of 
victims and witnesses in Wayne 
County. (Michalski is chairman of 
the Board of Commissioners Public 
Safety and Judiciary Committee 
which is studying the resolution and 
will recommend a course of action to 
the full board.) 

“NACo’s endorsement of this 
concept means that an organization 
of 1,548 counties which contain 73 
percent of the nation’s population 
will be lobbying for federal funding 
for the programs we propose,” 
Michalski explained. 

The NACo resolution calls on the 
LEAA “to give higher priority to 
victim- witness programs in their 
discretionary grant policies to meet 
the needs of victims and witnesses 
and to restore priblic confidence in 
the criminal justice system.” 

“The needs of victims and wit- 
nesses of crime often are overlooked 
by the criminal justice system and 
other public agencies. That is why 
witnesses and victims often refuse to 
cooperate in prosecutions, with the 
result that many criminals are freed 
without even standing trial,” Mrs. 
Dumas added. 

The victim and witness assistance 
program proposed by the three 
commissioners is patterned after

guidelines drafted by the NACo 
Research Foundation and the 
National District Attorneys 
(prosecutors) Association. Efforts 
of both organizations were funded by 
the LEAA. 

Assistance would begin right at 
the scene of a crime with the police 
reading to victims and witnesses a 
statement of their rights, respon- 
sibilities and available assistance 
programs. 

A county office would coordinate 
existing available services such as 
vocational rehabilitation, 
emergency food and shelter, Social 
Security survivors benefits, food 
stamps, counseling, transportation 
and protection against intimidation 
or reprisals. 

The Starr County (Canton), Ohio, 
victim-witness assistance program 
is one such venture that was 
described at the workshop con- 
ducted by Commissioners Dumas 
and Michalski. 

The program is so successful that 
not one witness to a crime has failed 
to appear to testify in the 13 months 
since the project went into 
operation. 

Counselors especially are careful 
to question victims and witnesses as 
to whether they have received any 
threats, and police are assigned 
immediately if there have been any, 
a Starr County representative 
reported. 

No more than two hours of a 
witness’s time is taken up in 
preparing a case, he also reported, 
and the program even provides 
babysitters when needed. 

Other locations where victim- 
witness assistance offices are 
functioning include the Bronx, N. 
Y.; Ft. Lauderdale, Fla.; Davis 
County, Utah, Fresno County, 
Calif.; St. Louis, Mo.; and 
Sacramento, Calif. 

The push for creation of offices to 
provide services for victims and 
witnesses coincides with a drive to 
provide cash compensation to 
victims of crime. An act providing 
up to $15,000 to cover wage losses 
and medical expenses for crime 
victims was passed by the Michigan 
Legislature June 30. 

Michalski noted that his com- 
mittee held two public hearings on 
the concept of cash compensation 
for victims of crime and found 
“overwhelming” support for tht 
idea among those who attended 

“Assisting the victims and wit- 
nesses of crime is an idea that was 
long overdue,” Michalski said. “In 
the last decade there has been too 
much emphasis on the rights of 
criminals and not enough on the 
rights of their innocent victims.”

Commissioner Mary E. Dumas 
(R-Livonia), a member of Michigan 
Juvenile Justice Advisory Council, 
said the council is developing a 
state-wide plan which will em- 
phasize development of facilities 
other than detention homes for 
juvenile offenders.

chance” of being adopted by the before the full House 
Legislature this year. 

The plan would compensate crime 
victims for physical injuries. It was 
introduced in the Senate by Sens. 

Patrick McCollough (D-Dearbom) 
and John Hertel (D- Harper Woods) 
and in the House by Rep. Jackie 
Vaughn (D-Detroit). 

Larry Tokarski, administrative 
assistant to McCollough, said the bill 
has passed the Senate and now is

“When a legislator can stand up 
and show a pile of letters, it makes 
his point a lot more effective,”

PANAX CORP. editors, general 
managers, and corporate officials 
from around the nation got together 
recently for a pow wow at Sugar 
Loaf Mountain in Michigan’s 
beautiful northwest country. 

The three-day conference was 
tightly scheduled and again proved 
what so many insiders — and out- 
siders — are saying: Panax is 
slowing emerging as the “third 
voice” in Michigan.

PREJUDICE IS AN ugly thing 

It warps the mind, deadens the conscience and tranquilizes guilt. It 
infects all religious, racial and social groups, and no segment of society is 
immune to its debilitating influence. It is a cancer that begins to eat away 
at the mind and eventually reaches the heart. 

Like many diseases, this malady infects people without their being 
aware of it. 

These thoughts come to my mind in the wake of Jimmy Carter getting 
the nomination as the Democratic candidate for president. And op- 
position is building among Roman Catholic voters that indicates they 
wouldn’t vote for Carter, a born-again Baptist peanut farmer and 
governor of Georgia.

Several Catholic priests have boycotted events in honor of Carter 
because of their strong opposition to the platform plank, which Ar- 
chbishop Joseph Bemardin of Cincinnati, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, says “amounts to opposing protection for 
the life of the unborn and endorsing permissive abortion.” 

This, to me, is a truly valid stand on their part and one that is morally 
justified In fact, I feel basically the same way about abortion. Speaking

only for myself, I am against abortion except possibly in extremely 
limited circumstances which would require a medical doctor’s opinion 

However, it is the second phase of the Catholic opposition that I feel is 
totally unjustified. Rep. Robert F. Drinan, a Democrat from 
Massachusetts who is also a Roman Catholic priest, said Thursday that 
many Catholic voters “may sit on their hands’’ rather than vote for 
southerner Carter. 

“They don’t understand a Southern gentleman who is a peanut farmer 
and talks about a second birth,” Drinan said. The priest delegate to the 
convention added that northeastern Catholics, many of whom are 
members of ethnic groups, are perplexed by Carter’s evangelical style. 
“He could be in trouble,” he said. 

This is the part that seems to be pure prejudice. 

If these Catholics can’t understand Carter, “a southern gentleman who 
talks about a second birth,” let me remind them of Jesus Ghrist. Christ, 
the Son of God, was a Jew by birth and “a lowly carpenter’s son who 
talked about a second birth” in chapter three of the Gospel of St. John. 

This is certainly not to equate Carter with Christ but to simply point out 
that prejudice is rearing its ugly head much like it did back in 1960. That's 
when John Kennedy, a Roman Catholic, had to talk to a group of Baptist 
ministers in Houston.

Although Carter says he is personally against abortion, still the 
Democratic Party is considered by many to be the pro-abortion party.

Plains is a very religious town 
Carter himself is a pillar of the local 
Baptist Church. Since the 
reputation of The White House press 
corps has preceded it, visiting 
reporters should not surprised if 
nice elderly ladies invite them to 
attend Sunday services. 

Probably the most glaring defect 
marking the Washington 
correspondents is thBt they have 
been spoiled. There is no way Plains 
can be transformed into a Key 
Biscayne, San Clemente or Vail 
where the luxuries come wall to 
wall. 

Take the matter of gourmet 
eating. White House reporters like to 
go first cabin when on the road living 
on an expense account. 

Plains boasts the usual southern 
dishes such as grits, black eyed 
peas, country ham and red eye 
gravy and fried chicken. The real 
treat though is fried catfish. That is 
not quite the same as sole with 
almonds. 

Carter has an empty warehouse on 
Main Street that can be used as a 
working press room. Presently, the 
building is decorated in red, white 
and blue bunting with a sign saying 
Plains is the home of the next 
President. 


Carter is so sure he is going to win 
that several months ago he pur- 
chased a buffer zone of land around 
his large brick home. He also wants 
the town to enforce a zoning code to 
keep out tacky souvenir shops and 
fast food joints. 

There remains the problem of 
where White House reporters would 
sleep when Carter is in residence at 
Plains They probably would have to 
settle for modest accomodations in 
Americus, a town of several 
thousand about 10 miles away, or 
drive 60 miles in the opposite 
direction to Columbus, a medium 
sized city adjacent to the Fort 
Be nning military post. 

Will the hidden charms of Plains 
transform the reporters? Some say 
that is sure to happen. They expect 
the visitors to be talking real “south 
mouth” after the second or third

WASHINGTON — Can James 
Earl Carter Jr., Democratic 
nominee, be defeated in November? 
Less than four months from election 
day, the answer remains a qualified 
“yes”. 

True, no candidate has launched 
his national campaign with the kind 
of lead Jimmy Carter enjoys — and 
lost. But Carter remains vulnerable, 
open to a political counteroffensive 
if only the purblind Republica ns will 
see and seize their opportunity. 

The concessions Mr. Carter has 
been forced to make to win the ac- 
ceptancy of the McGovern wing of 
his party have made him susceptible 
to an attack from the center and 
right — an exposed flank left un- 
defended in the Democratic 
primaries. 

Mr. Carter has slandered the U.S. 


Kissinger 

meddling 


WASHINGTON — “Human rights 
must be preserved, cherished anti 
defended in this hemisphere,” 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
stated when he started his recent 
Latin American tour. “For if they 
cannot be defended here then they 
are in jeopardy everywhere.” 

Arriving in Santiago, Chile, for the 
annual Organization of American 
States (OAS) meeting, Kissinger 
warned the military government 
that U.S. - Chilean relations will 
remain cool unless Chile improves 
its performance on human rights. 
Kissinger privately made it known 
that the U.S. wants Chile to release 
some 4,000 political prisoners held 
by the military government that 
overthrew the Marxist regime. 

“This situation,” Kissinger said, 
“has impaired our relationships 
with Chile and will continue to do 


armed forces by calling their in- 
volvement in Vietnam a “racist” 
war; he has promised pardons for 
the draft dodgers who ran away 
rather than serve. He has pledged 
that he will do nothing effective to 
bring an end to the twin evils of 
forced busing for racial balance and 
abort ioiv on -demand. He favors an 
end to penalties for pot-smoking, but 
new controls on gun owners. 

He has ridden the anti-Washington 
wave to the Democratic nomination, 
denouncing the federal government 
as “a huge, wasteful, un- 
manageable, insensitive, bloated, 
bureaucratic mess.” And than 
turned around and proposed an 
array of federal programs that 
would have caused Lyndon Johnson 
to recoil. 


He wants more federal billions 
spent on revenue sharing, coun- 
tercyclical aid to the cities, tran- 
sportation subsidies, day care 
centers, housing subsidies and 
public service jobs. 

He has promised to expand the 
welfare rolls to include the working 
poor and give welfare folks a 
“guaranteed annual income.” 

He has promised the Naderites a 
new Consumer Protection Agency, 
and the National Education 
Association a new Cabinet-level 
Department of Education. He has 
agreed to pour billions more in 
federal funds into the education 
industry: he has proposed a 
universal national health insurance 
scheme, and endorsed the Hum- 
phrey -Hawkins “full employment” 
bill — each of which will alone cost 


tens of billions of dollars annually. 

When the country is just coming 
off the worst peacetime inflation in 
history, he is talking about an 
“expansionary fiscal monetary 
policy for the coming year.” 

In a Faustian bargain, he has 
pledged Big Labor he will support 
legislation forcing millions of un- 
willing, nonunion members into 
union shops. He has embraced the 
common situs picketing bill which 
would give a single tiny union, with 
a single grievance, power to shut 
down vast projects like the Alaskan 
pipeline. 

Jimmy Carter could not carry out 
a third of his commitments without a 
vast increase in federal spending, 
federal power and federal authority.

Double talk

WASHINGTON — It has to be one 
of two things, Rep. Marvin L. Esch., 
(R-Mich.), suspects. 

The people writing the regulations 
for the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) 
either are kidding us or they have 
absolutely no sense of the absurd 
whatever. 

Take this shining example 
of gobbledygook Esch dug up in 
revised regulations of the OSHA: 

Under the agency’s definition the 
word exit means ‘that portion of a 
means of egress which is separated 
from allother spaces of the building 
or structure by construction or 
equipment as required in this 
subpart to provide a protected way 
of travel to the exit discharge. Exit 
discharge is that portion of a means 
of egress between the termination of 
an exit and a public way.”

Everyone favors regulations 
which make work places safer, but it 
is necessary for the OSHA to use 
such “bureaucratic double- 
speak?” Esch asked. He added:

make a mockery, a deception, of his 
claim to represent other than the 
Great Society mentality that 
brought the economy into such 
disrepair, and the city of 
Washington into such disrepute. 

The only place he would cut is 
national defense — when the 
strategic and conventional balances 
are tipping dangerously against the 
United States.

At season’s opening when the 
Braves’ manager was asked what 
his strategy was for remaining in 
pennant contention, he had one 
answer: Spahn and Sain and pray 
for rain. The Republicans are in that 
boat today. 


meeting, neither Kissinger nor the 
assembled delegates, including the 
Chilean delegate, was so impolite as 
to mention that it was Kissinger, 
under the direction of Richard 
Nixon, who assisted the Chilean 
military in overthrowing the 
Marxist government in 1973. Fur- 
thermore. the OAS and Kissinger 
were loath to point out that Com- 
munist Cuba holds some 40,000 
political prisoners, according to 
Senator Richard Stone (D-Fla.) who 
took extensive testimony earlier this 
year on the subject Nor was there 
any mention of the fact that Cuba 
•had successfully mounted a major 
military effort in Angola, clearly 
setting the precedent for military 
adventures in this hemisphere. A 
fact made clearly possible when 
Puerto Rico’s governor, Rafael 
Hernandez Colon, told a House 
Insular Affairs Committee on May 
19 that Cuba was training and 
supplying terrorists to overthrow 
the government of Puerto Rico. A 
high-ranking Ford administration 
official quickly denied that any 
evidence existed to support the 
claim. 

“Terrorist activities in Puerto 
Rico,” insisted the Commonwealth 
governor, “are being sponsored and 
are within the mantle of Castro’s 
Communist objectives.” 

Neither Mexico nor Cuba sent 
delegates to the OAS meeting at 
which Kissinger condemned Chile 
but not Cuba. The rationale for this 
studied public silence by the 
Secretary of State was that any 


criticism might discourage Castro 
from fulfilling his pledge to remove 
all Cuban forces from Angola. 
However, four days before Kissinger 
began his Latin tour, two separate 
reports cast doubt on Castro’s 
pledge of a troop withdrawal. From 
Angola, a New York Times 
correspondent wrote that “Cuban 
troops were assisting the Angolan 
government forces” in an effort to 
end renewed anti-Communist 
guerrilla activity. And from 
Stockholm, Sweden, the Chicago 
Sun-Times quoted Swedish sources 
as saying “Despite his pledge to 
withdraw Cuban troops, Prime 
Minister Castro intends to keep 
several thousand soldiers in Angola 
for an indefinite period.” 

On May 27, Kissinger had told 
reporters traveling with him to 
Europe that Sweden’s prime 
minister received a tetter from 
Castro pledging to reduce his 15,000- 
man Cuban force down to 500 by 


1977. Kissinger made much of 
Castro’s pledge — one suspects for 
domestic political reasons. 

At the same time, Kissinger has 
carefully avoided answering a letter 
sent to President Ford by 30 
Congressmen warning of the 
growing Marxist influence and 
activity in Mexico. The letter was 
sent on May 8, only later to have the 
daughter of the Belgian ambassador 
to Mexico kidnapped and nine 
Mexican policemen gunned down by 
self-proclaimed Communist 
terrorists! 

All this evidence suggests that 
Kissinger, with President Ford’s 
sanction, is conducting foreign 
policy of the United States with the 
ease with which you blow your nose. 
Nations and people, in Kissinger’s 
amoral frame of reference, are like 
so much Kleenex, to be used and 
discarded.

“Dad” Griffith managed to bring home two of the 
biggest, most rotund pumpkins he could f«nd for the girls to disembowel and 
turn into leering jack-o-lantems From the snapshots we saw, Britta had as 
much fun tackling the orange member of the gourd family as any other 
American kid.

But what was such an interesting, fun venture had to, of course, have its 
finale. LJist Thursday saw the 1-year option of the Griffith’s adopted child 
come to an end (temporarily, they added) as they said their “auf wieder- 
siehns” as Britta departed for her home in West Germany. 

The only child of Herbert and Doris Pohl of Schorndorf, Britta in one’s 
year’s time aquired a sister, two brothers, a sister-in-law, an extra set of 
parents, a new grandmother and a flock of aunts, uncles and cousins 
She takes back with her not only a collection of T-shirts ( “Jaws”, “America 
76”, “Disney World”, “Myrtle Beach”, etc.) but those special memories 
which will make her laugh suddenly at odd moments or cause a tear to trickle 
downward as she relives the dozen months she spent as an American. 

She DOES have the pleasure of knowing that on July 25 her good friend, 
Lynn Akans, will be popping over for a 10-day stay. All-in-all she had quite a 
past year and has quite a future to look forward to— especially the day when 
her surrogate family says “Get ready, we’re coming over to see you.” It’s a 
promise they made!

U.P. rivers are state's most scenic 


The rivfers of the Upper Peninsula 
offer avenues for ecploring some of 
Michigan's most scenic and wild 
terrain, which can be seen only be 
canoe. 

Three of those rivers, the 


Tahquamenon, Fox and Manistique, 
offer spectacular trips ranging from 
a few hours to several days. These 
are not “Whitewater” rivers and are 
safe for family canoeing. 

Whichever of these three spec- 


Early industrial 
period depicted 


\ A new attraction at 
Greenfield Village in 
Dearborn is the opening 
of seven shops and mills 
that depict the early 
stages of the American 
Industrial Revolution. A 
Crafts Center, which 
acquaints visitors with 
the hand production of 
goods prior to the In- 
dustrial Revolution, 
opened last summer. 

The Harahan Sugar 
Mil 1, which is located in 
the Village Industrial 
Area, is modeled after 
one used in the mid- 
1800s in Louisiana and is 
the starting point for a 
tour that takes visitors 
into three saw mills, a 
brick works and a 


machine shop. Also one 
can look into the Richart 
Carriage Works. 

Opened for the first 
time in many years, 
these buildings 
represent a period in the 
mid-1800s when many 
Americans stopped 
making goods at home 
for the first time and 
spent their workday 
away from home at a 
small mill or shop. 

Visitors can trace the 
development of wood 
sawing techniques at 
the Spofford Mill with 
its heavy and primitive 
sash frame saw, the 
Tripp Mill with its 
lighter frameless blade 
and the Stoney Creek 


Mill with its circular 
saw. 

The Macon Brick 
Works was built in 
Greenfield Village to 
conform with early 
brick and tile making 
equipment. The 
machinery in this shop 
has been used to make 
replacement bricks for 
several of the village’s 
historic buildings. 

The Armington and 
Sims Machine Shop is 
typical of an 1870s 
manufacturing plant 
with its lathes and other 
machinery driven by 
belts connected to long 
overhead shafts that are 
powered by steam. 


tacular Upper Peninsula rivers 
canoeists may choose, they will see 
facets of Michigan’s water won- 
derland viewed by few tourists. 

The Fox River is a top-notch trout 
stream and the Tahquamenon and 
the Manistique river offer good 
fishing for trout, bass, walleye, pike 
and perch 

A canoe trip on the 90-mile 
Tahquamenon takes from one to two 
weeks, depending on how many 
stops are made, and if sightseeing 
and fishing are included 
Westernmost Tahquamenon River 
launch point is near McMillan, off 
County Road 415. The first 5-mile 
segment is through an extensive 
willow marsh that lacks campsites. 
Below that marsh, campsites are 
numerous. Shorter trips start at the 
Dollarville Dam, just west of 
Newberry, or from the Lower 
Tahquamenon Falls campground to 
the river’s terminus at Rivermouth 
Campground on Whitefish Bay 
Canoeists will catch glimpses of 
wildlife along the way 


There is a canoe livery and sup- 
plies are available on the river at 
Lower Tahquamenon State Park. 
Other liveries and supplies, not on 
the river, are at Dollarville, 
Newberry and East Paradise. 

There are portages for canoeists 
on the Tahquamenon at Dollarville 
Dam and around the Upper and 
Lower Falls. 

A sign suspended from a cable 
spanning the river about a half-mile 
above the Upper Falls warns 
boaters to take out on the south side 
where the Tahquamenon River 
cruise boats tie up. 

Canoeists portage along a board- 
walk to a point below the Upper 
Falls and launch theircraft for the 4- 
mile trip to the Lower Falls. There 
are no signs warning of the Lower 
Falls. When canoeists reach a slight 
rapids, they take out on the south 
side and portage around the Lower 
Falls on a scenic foot trail, putting 
canoes back in below that falls. 

There are camping facilities near 
the river at the Lower Falls.

Canoeing from there to the river- 
mouth is an easy 6- to 10-hour trip. 

No roads parallel the 
Tahquamenon but motorists cross 
the river on M-123 north of Newberry 
and on County Road 415 just north of 
McMillan. 

Canoeists on the 50-mile Fox River 
can start 2- to 3-day trips at the 
public access site below Wagner 
Dam. Camping is permitted there 
and at the Fox River campground in 
the Grand Sable State Forest, six 
miles northwest of Seney, and at 
Seney Municipal Park. Enjoy some 
of the state’s finest trout fishing 
along the way. There’s a canoe 
livery at Germfask, six miles south 
of Seney on M-77. 

Motorists also can enjoy this 
scenic stretch. County Road 450 
parallels the Fox River from Seney 
to the Wagner Dam. 

The Fox River flows into the 75- 
mile-long Manistique River about 
five miles northeast of Germfask. A 


popular Manistique River launch 
point is at Germfask, where supplies 
are available. The Manistique 
passes under M-77 less than two 
miles south of Germfask and enter* 
the Seney Wildlife Refuge, passing 
through a 14-mile segment of .that 
sanctuary. There are no towns on 
the river between Germfask and 
Manistique.

The Chairman of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners has

The grant more than doubles the 
amount received last year under the 
same program when the funds were 
applied toward projects such as 
parks and neighborhood play- 
grounds, senior citizen services and 
improvements on storm drainage 
and water mains, said John Barr, 
commission chairman. 

This year, the second year of 
application, the funds are 
significantly more because the 
program is better organized in the 
county and more communities are 
participants in the coalition, Barr 
explained. 

Under the Block Grant Program, 
the county organized willing com- 
munities with less than 50,000 
population and asked the federal 
government for funds on behalf of 
the entire group. 

Last year, 18 members in the 
coalition received $637,000, this year 
24 in the group were given $2,065,100, 
which Barr said is "a terrific in- 
dication of what we can achieve with 
cooperation and coordination.”

VA presses 
for changes 
in insurance 


The Veterans Administration (VA) is renewing its 
effort to advise World War II veterans of the high, 
and increasing, cost of holding GI term life in- 
surance rather than converting to one of its so- 
called permanent plans. 

VA Administrator Richard L. Rodenbush said: "I 
am greatly concerned that large numbers of World 
War II veterans have not yet headed out warnings 
about the heavy premium increases they must pay 
unless they convert their policies.” 

According to Rodenbush, a World War II “V” 
policyholder pays $12.70 a month at age 50 for 
$10,000 NSLI term insurance policy. That premium 
jumps to $26 per month at age 60 and to $39 70 at age 
65. And at age 70 the policyholder will be paying a 
wopping $61.80 per month for the insurance. 

The GI term insurance policies were designed to 
be used only for a few years, affording veterans a 
maximum of protection for a minimum cost during 
the readjustment period after separation from the 
service, Rodenbush explained 

By converting policies to a permanent VA plan, 
the initial cost will be more, however, premiums 
will not increase as the years go by, Rodenbush 
added 

If a "V” policyholder converts to a $10,000 
Modified Life-70 plan at age 50, the premium per 
month would be $17.70 By waiting to his 60th bir- 
thday the cost would be $26 40 monthly and at age 70 
the premium would be $31.20 per month The cost 
would be the same throughout the insured’s 
lifetime, he said.

Come to life 
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Emergency system appears set for freeway 


The State Department of High- 
ways and Transportation is planning 
to take bids on the installation of 
emergency motorist aid system for 
a 25-mile stretch of the county 
Wayne freeways. 

Wayne County Commissioner 
Clemens Bykowski, who has been 
pushing for the roadside telephone 
emergency system, said the project 
still is under study by traffic 
engineers and safety experts. 
However, bids on the emergency 
signal equipment will be taken in 
late 1977, he added. 

Highway officials have estimated 
the cost of the system will be bet- 
ween $700,000 and $950,000. Possible 


locations for the public safety 
project are 1-94 — Edsel Ford 
Freeway — 1-96 — Jefferies 
Freeway — and 1-75 Chrysler and 
Fisher Freeways. 

“It was suggested earlier that 
highway officials were leaning to a 
section of 1-94 from Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport eastward, 
perhaps as far as Harper Woods, but 
I’ve been told that any section of the 
three freeways is a possibility,” 
Bykowski said. 

Donald Orne, an engineer in the 
Traffic and Safety Division of the 
State Highway Department, told 
Bykowski that any public com- 
munications system was “only as

good as what happens on the 
receiving end.*’ 

“Since the purpose of the callbox 
system is to put a motorist in 
distress in touch with a police 
agency, it's important for us to 
research the number of policy 
jurisdictions involved in the area of 
the project — and how they can be 
coordinated, to provide the best 
response,” Ome explained. “The 
state will be committing significant 
funding to install a distress system, 
so we want to make sure we put it 
where the need is greatest. 

“Traffic volume, the number of 
accidents in a given area, car theft 
and stripping problems and criminal 
harassment of stranded motorists 
are important in reaching our 
decision.” 

Two types of equipment are being 
evaluated by highway engineers, a 
wireless telephone unit that provides 
2-way communication between the 
motorist in trouble and police of- 
ficer, and a coded signal callbox 
which would send a approximate 
signal directly to police 
headquarters with the motorist 
receiving a confirming signal that 
help was on the way. 

Either one would be installed at 
half mile intervals, said Ome. Ome 
told Bykowski his department would 
come up with a final recom- 
mendation on the type of equipment 
and where it should be installed 
within six months. 

It then has to be approved by the 
State Highway Commission, a 4- 
m ember board appointed by the 
governor, the local agencies in- 
volved, and the Federal Highway 
Administration, which provides 90 
percent of the funding. The state, 
local governments or both provide 
the balance. 

Highway Director John P. 
Woodford publicly has pledged his 
support for a motorist aid system to 
be built on a Wayne County freeway 
Once a bid is accepted the state 
normally gives a contractor 12-18 
months to complete the project. 

“With that timetable, it will be 
more than 2*6 years before the 
motoring public has even a limited 
opportunity ‘phone’ for help,” 
Bykowski said. “I’m extremely 
disappointed that we can’t speed 
things up. We have horrible In- 
cidents occurring on our ex- 
pressways. Police officers are being 
laid off. And motorists simply are 
afraid to travel our highways, 
especially at night. 

“I am particularly concerned 
about handicapped and senior 
citizens and women who are afraid 
to use our expressways without the 
safety factor of an emergency phone 
being readily available for any type 
of assistance.” 

Bykowski emphasized that the 
phones were not only for police- 
related matters, but for emergency 
problems such as heart attacks, flat 
tires and running out of gas. 

“But at least we’re headed in the 
right direction,” "Highway officials 
are- more inclined to make major 
public investments in public secutiy 
as well as new pavement.” 

Bykowski said he hopes to per- 
suade officials to install a 50-mile 
pilot project which has been part of 
the original discussions.

And for 
those who are blood 
donors, it is adding 
another caution:

The organization is 
asking that blood donors 
contribute before going 
on vacation to help 
insure that blood 
demands for hospitals 
will be kept at a 
maximum during the 
summer months. 

Residents who would 
like to give blood, must 
be at least 17 years of 
age and weight at least 
110 pounds. Blood 
donations can be made 
every eight weeks, but 


not more than five times 
each year. 

The entire procedure 
of donating takes blood 
40 minutes, with a large 
portion of that time— 30 
minutes— needed to 
collect the donor’s 
medical history, blood 
pressure, and tem- 
perature and to rest 
with refreshments after 
contributing 

Permanent Red Cross 
donor sites are open 
during regulars on 
weekends and during 
the week, while blood 
mobiles visit com- 
munities throughout the 
area. 

Two donor sites in the 
Western Wayne County 
area are the Dearborn 
Donor Center and the 
Livonia Donor Center. 
The former center is 
open 9 a m. to 9 p m 
Mondays, 10 a m to 4 
pm. Tuesday and 
Friday, 2 to 8 p.m. 
Wednesday and 
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billion from its 4-cent tax per gallon 
on gasoline, plus taxes on oil and 
tires This goes into the Highway 
Trust Fund which was established in 
1956 to help states build highways. 

The Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration, which administers the 
fund, has decided that projects like 
callbox systems qualify for federal 
assistance. Thirteen states and 
Washington, D.C., have taken ad- 
vantage of this opportunity for 
federal money Bykowski pointed 
out 

In 1975-76, Michigan received 
nearly $290 million from the Federal 
Highway Administration, but spent 


only $1 million on public safety 
projects. It also received $2.9 million 
from the National Traffic Safety 
Administration, for a total of $3.9 
million for public safety spending. 

Bykowski thinks it shrxild be a lot 
higher. , 

“I personally favor a wireless 
phone system because it provides a 
human response. We’ve tried 
television cameras and sensing 
devices, but if you’re in trouble you 
want the reassurance of talking to 
someone,” he said “The color- 
coded button system would be better 
than nothing, but it’s highly 
vulnerable to pranksters who 


would be inclined to push the button 
calling for an ambulance, a police 
car or other services. 

“When you have 2-way com- 
munication, you eliminate much of 
the temptation for false alarms.” 

Bykowski further stated he will 
urge officials to select the Jefferies 
Freeway for the project, especially 
the new section now under con- 
struction that will run through 
Northwest Detroit, Bedford 
Township and Livonia. 

He pointed out there is great 
difficulty in finding telephones or 
gas stations that stay open after 6 
p.m. along that route.

Split-cost campaign aims 
at disadvantaged in county 


A split-the-cost campaign to put 
more unemployed and disad- 
vantaged to work in the private 
sector has been set up by the Wayne 
County Office of Manpower. 

“Our office will reimburse private 
employers for half the hourly wages 
of on-the-job training costs of those 
unemployed qualifying under Title I 
of the Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act (CETA),” said Arthur 
Lewis, director of the office. 

Some of the on-the-job training 
slots open are in hydraulic valve 
repair, butcher, glazier and vending 
machine repair. 

The Office of Manpower will select 
and match potential participants to 
employers’ requirements, based 
upom interest and aptitude,, Con- 
t|a ctmg- employers * will have-’ an 
opportunity to interview par- 
ticipants and make their selection, 
Lewis added 

In order to be eligible to par- 
ticipate, employers must have a 
staff vacancy that they would be 
willing to train a participant to fill, 
have sufficient supervisory staff to 


provide on-the-job training, be in a 
field that does not have a large 
number of laid-off workers, and be 
willing to hire and retain the CETA 
participant as a regular employee. 


Lewis said those employers in- 
terested in providing on-the-job 
training should contact the Wayne 
County Office of Manpower Plan- 
ning Department at 224-7183. 


The Wayne County commissioner 
from Belleville is urging voter 
support of state legislation which 
would guarantee property tax 
exemptions for up to $4,000 in routine 
home repairs.

Residents thinking 
about investing some 
money may find these 
pointers from Michigan 
Attorney General Frank 
Kelley could help keep 
them from losing their 
currency. 

Kelley cautioned, 
remember that an in- 
vestment is a purchase, 
nothing more, adding 
that residents are 
buying a chance to 
make money. 


As with any other 
purchase, residents 
should investigate both 
the seller and the 
product before handing 
over their monev. 

In Michigan, that is 
easy to do since in- 
vestors have a law, 
designed to protect 
them against fraud, the 
Uniform Securities Act 
of 1965. Sometimes 
called the “Blue Sky 
Law,” it requires all 


securities and the 
people who sell them to 
be registered with the 
state Department of 
Commerce. 

Also a call to the 
department’s Cor- 
poration and Securities 
Bureau at (517 ) 373-0485 
usually will dispel any 
doubts the investor may 
have. 

Insist that the 
salesperson show a 
'‘prospectus.” a 


detailed description of 
the investment, Kelley 
urged The law doesn’t 
require it but, if the 
dealer won’t produce it, 
than it’s good cause to 
be suspicious. 

Also, shy away from 
dealers offering very 
high interest rates. 
They usually involve a 
lot of risk, Kelley added. 

The law also makes it 
illegal for anybody 
selling securities to 
defraud customers, lie 


to them or “forget” 
important information. 
Violators are subject to 
a $5,000 fine, three years 
in prison or both. 

If residents already 
have made an in- 
vestment and think they 
may have been cheated, 
complain vigorously — 
to the person who sold 
the security, Kelley 
said. He or sne may 
offer you a “recision,” 
which simply means all 
your monev back, plus 6 


percent annual interest, 
he added. A securities 
dealer, however, is 
immune to prosecution 
if he or she offers a 
recision and it is not 
accepted within 30 days. 

If the dealer refuses to 
refund the money, the 
investor can take the 
case to court, but it has 
to be within two years 
after the date of the 
contract.

State colleges get fund increase 


An agreement has been reached 
on a $492,355,0db appropriation to the 
state’s baccalaureate institutions, 
according to State Rep. Gary Owen 
(D-2nd District). 

The figure represents a $30.1 
million increase over the 1975-76 
allocation to higher education in- 
stitutions and a $16.4 million in- 
crease over Gov. William Milliken’s 
recommendation for the next fiscal 
year, beginning Oct. 1.

Fish are tempermental critters. 
This fact leads to endless 
arguments among anglers over the 
best color for fishing hires. A lack of 
a real answer on color, though, 
means it is the fish that just can’t 
make up their minds what they like 
best. 

Red, as every fisherman knows, is 
suppose to effect a bass the same 
way it does a bull in a Mexican 
fighting ring. But it is just supposed 
to. Yellow is also supposed to attract 
crappies like a new blond waitress 
does mid-morning coffee drinkers. 
But not always. 

According to rumors, northern 
pike prefer gold spoons and nearly 
everybody knows that lake trout are 
real suckers for silver ones. Maybe. 

None of this is really true 100 
percent of the time Bass may run 
away from red lures, crappies 
ignore yellow baits and pike and 
lakers refuse to have anything to do 
with an offering, no matter what 
color it might be. Among people you 
call this fickleness. But with fish you 
learn tolivewithand havefun trying 
to find the right combination. 

Most anglers try to compensate 
for this uncertainty among fish by 
carrying enough different lures to 
make up for it. To carry a complete 
assortment of every possible color 
combination in the various lures, 
though, is an impossibility in the 
average tackle box. To do so you 
would have to buy a box the size of a 
foot locker. 

One friend of ours cut down on his 
tackle load by carrying an assort- 
ment of the best action lures plus 
several cans of pressurized lacquer 
which dries fast. If a red bait won’t 
catch fish for him he sprays it yellow 
or purple or silver until he finds 
what the fish prefer that day. 

Some fishermen, though, are not 
too concerned over favorite lures 
and colors. One well-known guide, 
asked to name his best bait, aimed a 
thumb toward the back of his boat. 
“My kicker,” he replied, meaning 
his outboard motor. 

This makes good sense, too, when 
you stop to think that it is a good idea 
to find fish first before they can be 
caught. That is the real secret - find 
them first. 

Any good angler knows that every 
square inch of water in a lake or 
stream is not teeming with finny 
prizes. One bay may consistently 
produce good catches of fish, while 
another bay down the lake, even 
looking almost identical, may not 
produce a single strike all season. 
There are reasons for this, of course, 
but they are not likely to show on the 
surface and a casual fisherman 
can’t tell the difference. 

Catching fish is therefore almost 
dependent upon the trial and error 
method And, if a guy with a rod in 
his hand and a tackle box between 
his feet can try 50 fishing spots in a 
day’s time instead of five, he has a 10 
to l better chance of bringing in 
some fish 


between Bedford and Lincoln Park 
on Saturday, July 24.

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There is a lot more to a really successful Garage Sale than you might think, but doing 
it right is simply a matter of organization and attention to certain important details 

To give you the ingredients of a successful sale, here are a few timely tips 

1 WHAT TO SELL 

Simply stated, anything that still has usability and some value is a good Garage Sale 
item So first you must go through the storage areas of your basement, attic or garage 
and determine what has sales potential Make a list as you go You should find such 
things as garden tools, old furniture, good clothing, toys, musical instruments, sewing 
machines and the like. You may be surprised at how many articles you will have 

2 ADVERTISING 

Obviously the best way to advertise your sale is in the Classified Advertising section 
of your newspaper These ads are read avidly by people looking for bargains You can 
keep your ad fairly short and still effective by listing the mosrappealing items separately 
and then lumping others in categories, such as furniture, clothes, toys, antiques, etc 

Of course you will want to use strategically placed signs in the neighborhood -- in 
supermarkets, laundromats, barber shops and schools Spread the word by mouth, 
also, and you will find that news will travel fast. 

3 PRICING 

Everything must be priced to savdboth you and the customer valuable time Stan by 
listing all items by category on an inventory sheet Antiques, for example, should be 
listed separately from other items Clothing should be priced at approximately one- 
eighth the original cost Any clothing 1 0 to 1 5 years old may have nostalgic appeal and 
can be priced slightly higher It might even be placed in the antiques category Electrical 
appliances that work should bring one-fourth the original cost Most prices on most 
articles will be influenced by condition of the items A good looking item can carry a 
good price If you are involved in a double sale, which we will discuss next, be sure to 
color code your own prices 

4 DOUBLE SALE 

Many people have found it worthwhile to combine their Garage Sale with that of a 
friend or neighbor This saves money on costs of advertising and provides a helping 
hand in arranging items, pricing them, dealing with customers, besides providing 
welcome companionship Don t forget to keep separate inventories and different price 
color coding Another important advantage is a more impressive array of merchandise 

5 LENGTH OF THE SALE 

Most productive sales are those that run at least three days Since tests show that 
Thursday is the best day to advertise, the logical start of a sale would be Friday This 
gives you the entire weekend in which to conduct your business After a day or two the 
word will get around and supplement your advertising efforts After the most attractive 
items are gone, you may wish to reconsider and change prices on those articles which 
have been slow to move 

One-day sales may be profitable for the experienced Garage Sale promoters but in 
the beginner’s case many things can go wrong, such as a rainy day. and you may have 
to advertise all over again 

6 SETTING UP YOUR SALE 

The few days before your sale, naturally, will be concerned with selection and 
pricing, but there are some other important preliminary steps You will need change, so 
get to the bank and get plenty of small bills and various size coins Set up a head 
quarters table conveniently located for your customers and from where you can 
supervise the operation Here you will keep your change, your adding machine, your 
inventory lists Always have someone in attendance You also may want to install a hat 
and coat rack and a mirror for the use of those who may want to try on garments 
Arrange sale items in neat rows and allow plenty of walking room between displays 

7. DONT HESITATE TO ASK FOR ADVICE 

Your Classified Advertising department is always ready to advise you on your Garage
